In 2006, an estimated 66,825 male and 32,617 female adult and adolescent injection drug users (IDUs) in the United States and dependent areas were living with AIDS. New York was the state with the greatest number of IDUs living with AIDS: 24,542 (16,488 males and 8,053 females). Morbidity burdens tend to be commensurate with population size. For example, 7,031 IDUs were living with AIDS in the most populous state—California; relatively few injection drug users were living with AIDS in the northern Rocky Mountain and Great Plains states, such as Montana and South Dakota, respectively. The state with the fewest IDUs living with AIDS was North Dakota.�
